MR. 1BELIN'S PROTEST.

It will be remembered that In  the second
raca the Valkyrie fouled the Defender at the
start, and that although he salled over the
course and came within a few scconds of win-

ning the race, Mr. lselin entered a protest, which |

wna declded in his favor., The report gives the
letter of Mr. Iselin, in which he offers to resail
the race and the committee’s reasons for de-
cilning his offer. [t also gives Lord Dunraven's

letter to Mr. Iselin and Mr l=elin's note in which |

he offers to sail the Defender against the Val-
kvrie, even though the Regatia Committee gave
him the race. That part of the report will be
read with muoch Interest, as will al=o Lord Dun-
ravan's letter explaining him reasons for with-
drawing from the third race after crossing the
line.

The report alse shows that Lord Dunraven
insisted upon new terms and conditlons before
he would sall the third race, and It gives the
letter whicn was sent to him, and in which the
committee declines to accept the new conditions
and expresses regret that a friendly contest
should have degenerated Into a war of words
The last l=tter from Dunraven i2 dated Septem
ber 21, and was written at Newport, In this let-
ter he says that he had not the silzhtest doubt
as to his having done right In withdrawing from
the third race. The remarkable polnt about the
controversy, which s made public by the report.
is, as already pointed out by The Tribue,
that"the load water-line question furms the least
part of the dispute. 4

THE CROWDING BY EXCURSION BOATS.

The crowding on the prert of the excurslon
boats was the cause of the withdrawal of the
Valkyrie and the graver charge was not thought
